The text 
is preceded by a prologue and by an assertion of additional work on the Liber Sextus and the Clementines by a 
Franciscan in 1396: Inter alia que ad fidelium christi doctrinam scripta sunt ius canonicum ad ipsorum doctrinam et 
consolacionem conscriptum reperitur...Hoc opusculum inchoans ab a prima littera usque ad extremam litteram 
alphabeti deduxi. Ipso iuvante qui est principium et finis regnans in secula seculorum benedictus. [Following the end 
of the prologue without break:] Insuper dignetur perscrutare huiusmodi lector solicite me inter minores minimum 
Sextum decretalium et clementinas modo et forma quo ut supra presenti tabule circa cuiuslibet decretalis finem 
ordinarie inservisse.
